Questions concerning a believer’s relationship to war are 
often asked, especially in a time of war such as that in which 
we find ourselves today. In this article we shall attempt to 
answer a few such questions, basing our answers on Scripture. 
In too many cases today the Bible is not the standard by 
which we settle matters. We are more inclined to look to hu- 
man opinions, and human desires, and human sentiment. We 
will not answer these questions according to the desires of 
the Communist or Fifth Columnist, who would weaken this 
country and hinder its plans for preparation for defense. We 
will not answer them according to the desires of the war 
capitalist. We will not answer them according to the con- 
science of the conscientious objector. Nor will we answer them 
according to the hearts of those who have loved ones who are 
subject to draft. We repeat that the source of our answers 
will be the Word of God, and we shall try to be honest in

When the book of Hebrews was written about 64 A.D., 
the temple was still standing and all the ceremonial sacrifices 


raised up Cyrus (Isa. 44:28). Jesus 
Christ recognized that the power 
of Pilate came from above (John 
19:11). There can be no question 
but that human government is a 
divine institution.

The good Christian should be 
like an American ambassador in 
Moscow, Russia. He should mean 
well to Russia, should strive to 
| be a help, and yet he.would be 
;out of place, would not be at 
'home, would be misunderstood 
and probably unwelcome, and he 


were offered regularly, just as they had been before Christ | 
came. A little later, in 70 A.D., Titus, the Roman general, 
would besiege the city and take it and destroy it, and the 
temple would not have one stone left upon another. Jews would 
be scattered all over the world and the Levitical offerings 
brought to an end. But when the Scripture text above was 
written the sin offerings referred to were still brought to the 
temple for sacrifices; the blood was sprinkled before the altar 
of incense in the sanctuary and then what was left was 
poured out at the big brazen altar. Then the body of the 


bullock was taken outside the gate and burned. 


The reader will remember that 
the priests and the Levites had 
their food from the _ offerings 
brought to the temple. Parts or 
all of many sacrifices were given 
to the priests and Levites for food. 
But they had no right to eat 
of this bullock whose body must 
be taken outside the gate and 
burned. And the inspired author 
of the epistle to the Hebrews 
tells us that God meant by this 
to teach that Spirit-filled Chris- 
tfans have a blessed privilege 
Which is here pictured, of going 
outside the gate of human approv- 
al with the rejected and crucified 
Saviour. That body of the bullock, 
burned outside the gate, pictured 
the crucified and rejected .Sav- 
iour. It also pictures the Spirit- 
filled Christian. 


The Christian does not belong 
to this world. To be sure a Chris- 
tian should do his duty as hus- 
band, father, mother, child, citi- 
zen, pupil, in relation to other 
people. The Christian should be 
a good citizen of this world. But 
the Christian should remember, 
“Our citizenship is in Heaven.”

“I am a pilgrim, I am a stranger

'might be abused or insulted or 
even killed. The Christian in this 
world is on enemy territory. He 
has blessings the rest of the world 
does not know about and has 
privileges which ithey will not ac- 
cept. - 

There is a Bible doctrine of 
separation throughout even the 
Old Testament. A Jew was not 
to plow with the ox and the ass 
hitched together (Deut. 22:10). 
He was thus reminded that a 
Jew was different from a Gentile. 
A Jew could not eat what a Gen- 
tile ate. A Jew could not worship 
what a Gentile worshipped. A Jew 
was not to intermarry with Gen- 
tiles. And the ceremonial law re- 
minded the Hebrew in a ‘hundred 
ways of the fact that he was a 
separate kind of person. The Jew- 
ish boy was circumcised when he 
was eight days old as a brand and 
mark that he was different from 
the: Gentile. He was not to wear 
a garment of linen and woolen 
together. He was not to plant a 
vineyard with diverse’ kinds of 
seed (Deut. 22:9,11). And God 
meant that to be a spiritual les- 
son to Christians. We are differ- 
ent, too. God grant we may not 
be ashamed to be different, and

“gypt, and also the army of Pha- 
maoh at the Red Sea. God smote 
Herod for his presumptién and 
eride. God killed Ananias and Sap- 
phira instantly because of their 
sin in lying to the Holy Ghost. 
é&;od caused some Christians at 
Corinth to die because of their 
sin at the Lord’s table. Thére are 
very many other such cases in the 
Word. Yes, God sometimes takes 
life. That is His prerogative. 


God has also, in certain  in- 
stances, instructed individuals to 
«ect for Him in putting sinners to 
ceath. Thus three thousand Israe- 
tites were slain in Israel’s apostasy 
at Sinai. Samuel, the prophet, kill- 
ed Agag of the Amalekites at the 
command of the Lord. 


Is All Killing Murder? 


Our answer is No. We can easily 
prove this by one of the so-called 
«<ontradictions of Scripture. The 
sixth command is ‘“Thou shalt not 
#ill’” (Exod. 20:13). This is better 
stranslated ““Thou shalt do no mur- 
der.” Yet in Deuteronomy 7:2 we 
read concerning the Canaanitish 
mations, “Thou shalt smite them, 
and utterly destroy them.” Here is 
a self-evident contradiction: ‘Thou 
shalt not kill”; ‘Thou shalt... 
aitterly destroy them.” Both state- 
wments were written by Moses, both 
were the commands of God, both 
were addressed to the same people. 
‘Phere is no contradiction, however, 
vvhen we heed God’s exhortation 
to rightly divide the Word of 
truth. The sixth commandment 
concerns the conduct of the indi- 
vidual. The other commandment 
concerns the conduct of a nation. 
Ged’s command to the individual 
was “do no murder’; God’s com- 
anand to the nation was “utterly 
ciestroy them.” Killing by an indi- 
vidual is prohibited, but killing by 
a nation is permitted. Scripture 
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ears. Canada and foreign coun- | 


does not allow personal venge- 
ance or retaliation. 
All. murder is killing, but all 


killing is not murder. In Numbers 
30 :9-34, God speaks of killing a 
man unawares; that is, by error 
or unwittingly. God declared that 
“the murderer shall surely be put 
to death” (vss. 16-18), and yet if 
a man took another man’s life un- 
intentionally, he was not a mur- 
derer. We today recognize degrees 
of guilt in our first, second, and 
third degree murders. 


Killing by the individual may be 
intentional and still not be murder. 
In Exodus 22:2-3 we are told that 
if a thief, in breaking into a house, 
be smitten so that he die, there 
shall no blood be shed for. him. 
The man defending his home and 
property is not to be punished for 
that killing. This is not murder. 
The Bible recognizes.a man’s right 
to defend his person, his property, 
his dear ones—and his’ country, 
too. Would you defend your home 
or your dear ones from attack? 
Certainly you would. If you saw a 
big brute of a man abusing a boy, 
would you go to the defense of the 
boy? You ought to. 


Does God Ever Authorize Human 
Governments to Take Life? 
Our answer is Yes. God esta- 
blished capital punishment in con- 
nection with the establishment of 
human government. He put into 
the hands of man_ the _= highest 
principle of government when he 
delegated the power to take life 
under certain conditions (Gen. 9: 
6). That power and government is 
Gad-given. We mean that the tak- 
ing of life in capital punishment is 
by the express command of God. 
Such killing is not murder. It is 
not by the volition of man, but by 
the volition of God. God gave life. 
All life is His and He has a right 
to take it. God delegated that 
right to men for the maintenance 
of a social order based upon right- 
eousness. Mercy to the criminal 
is cruelty to the community. Hen- 
ry VIII cnce pardoned a murderer; 
the pardoned murderer then killed 
another man. When a second plea 
of mercy was made to the king on 
behalf of this murderer, Henry an- 
swered, “No, he killed the first 
man, but I killed the second and 
I will kill no more. He must be 
executed.” Our local governments 
may be guilty in the same way. 
In the Mosaic law the thought 


of capital punishment is reiterated. 
“He that smiteth a man, so that 
he die, shall be surely put to 
death” (Exod. 21:12), The execut- 
ed man’ thus loses his life by the 
will and command of God. This 
law does not mean, of course, that 


~ |if one man slays another man, a 
third man is to slay the second] 


man, and then a fourth the third, 
etc. It does mean that a murderer 
is.to be executed, and that is the 
end. 


Nor does that mean that “Judge 
Lynch”’ is to. take things in hand. 
It does mean that a magistrate is 
clothed with public civil authority, 
and that as a judicial officer, he, 
under certain circumstanfes, 
represents God in executing penal- 


ties upon wrongdoers. To lynch a 


man is murder, but to execute a 
man under governmental authority 
is not murder. 


Let me add this: Those veho are 
today responsible for the abolition 
of capital punishment are individu- 
als who assume to be wiser, more 
loving, and more merciful than 
God Himself. It is because God’s 
Word is disregarded that there ‘is 
so much bloodshed in this. country, 


}of ours. God established the law 


of capital punishment and never 
abrogated it. Do not get the idea 
that a Christian man may not be an 


| officer of the law, that he may not 


be a judge who sentences a man to 
death, that he may not be a paid 
executioner for the government. 
Such a job would be heartbreaking, 
indeed, but not one that would 
displease God, for, we repeat, such 
killing is not murder but the 
judgment of the living God. 


God also authorizes governments 
to take hfe. Og, the King of Bas- 
han, and all his people were ap- 
pointed to death by God (Num. 
21:33-35). The same is true of Si- 
hon and the Amorites. We read 
that Israel ‘utterly destroyed the 
men, and the women, and the little 
ones” (Deut. 2:32-34). God order- 
ed the extermination of the Ama- 
lekites by the nation of Israel un- 
der Saul. When Israel entered the 
land, Joshua was instructed to slay 
all of the people of Jericho. God 
ordered the ‘extermination of all 
the nations of Canaam. And let us 
not lay any charge of cruelty 
against God. There has been much 
sickly and ‘silly sentiment concern- 
ing the extermination of the Ca- 
naanites. Impudent critics and ig- 
norant Christians have both made 
displays of their ignorance in this 
case. Their destruction was neces- 
sary for the preservation of the 
human race. I once saw a man 
who had part of his face cut away 
by an operation for cancer. That 
surgery was necessary to save the 
physical body. The destruction of 
the Canaanites was merely an 
operation by which God cut out 
the cancerous growth of sin to 
save the body politic. These Ca- 
naanites worshipped the goddess 
of lust and practiced nameless 
vices. Their extermination was 
surgery and not murder. Don’t 
fail to notice the long-suffering of 
God even in this connection. In 
Genesis 15:16 we are told the rea- 
son for a delay of four hundred 
years before this surgery took 
placq—‘The iniquity of the Amo- 
rites is not yet full.” As long as 
there is the slightest hope God 
stays His hand of judgment, but 
when a nation has passed the line 
of all possibility of repentance and 
faith in God, God acts in judg- 
ment, Leon Tucker wrote the 
truth, “In destroying the Canaa- 
nites God was preserving the race 
of whom the Messiah should come, 
and the ultimate blessings of all 
the earth in Him, also the final 
overthrow of the kingdom of this 
world’s darkness.” 


It is very easy to see that God 
has two attitudes on the subject 
of killing. Personal killing, or mur- 
der, is ‘constantly disapproved, 
while war, which is God’s judgment 
upon nations, is carried out by His 
express command. 


In the life of David you have a 
striking illustration of the two 
attitudes of God toward killing. In 
a war with the Ammonites- and 
Syrians, the victory which came 
to David was the direct outcome 
of his dependence upon the Lord. 
In the midst of the same campaign 
you have that black chapter in 
which David plotted the death of 
Uriah in order to hide his sin with 
Bathsheba. The waves of swift and

As 
king, David was the government, 
and as such, an instrument in the 
hand of God to bring judgment 
upon nations; but as an individual, 
when David contrived to bring 
about the death of one man, God 
charged him with murder. 


War? 

Our answer is Yes. Nations have 
magisterial functions to perform 
for God in declaring and conduct- 
ing war. Any student of the Word 
of God must know that war is a 
judgment of God upon nations. Re- 
member that God may deal with 
an individual after death, but if

God deals with nations in judg- 
ments, it must be while those na- 
. tions are in existence, and God 
pl Bie sxcee haa does judge nations. In Ezekiel 14: 
21 God says, “I send my four sore 
judgments .. . the sword, and the 
famine, and the noisome beast, and 
the pestilence.’’ This very clearly 
states that war is one of God’s 
judgments upon nations. Instead 
of war, God may send famine or 
pestilence upon a nation. He sent 
pestilence in the days of David, 
and famine many times upon Is- 
rael. More than once if Israel had 
not declared war she would have 
defied God. Again, Assyria was the 
rod of God’s anger and the staff of 
His indignation against Israel. 
Isaiah tells us that Nebuchad- 
nezzar was God’s servant to sub- 
| jugate all nations in his day. Jere- 
miah speaks of a universal war 
sent in judgment upon the nations 
fof the earth, for the Lord has a 
i | controversy with the nations. God 
| delivered’ Jerusalem to the Gen- 
tiles because “they walked not in 
| my statutes, and they despised my 
judgments.” 
There are only two causes that 
bring war; man’s sin and God’s 
wrath. If there were no sin there 
would be no war, for war is the 
consequence of sin, but, as Dr. 
James Gray once said, “As long as 
sin exists we will have war. All the 
peace palaces ever built cannot 
prevent this.’’ Some have said, “If 
it were not for Hitler we would not 
have war.” This is foolish. Our Lord 
said, “wars and rumors of war” 
down to the end. He said, “These

ed substitutionary blood was the 
first man to shed human blood, 
and as long as the nations of the 
earth reject the blood of Christ, 
the other blood will flow. 


Does God Enjoy War? 

Our answer is No. God hates 
war. Of course He does. Sherman 
said, ‘‘War is Hell,” and war is an 
awful business, and so is Hell, and 
yet God says, ‘““The wicked shal] be 
turned into hell, and all the na- 
tions that forget God’’ (Psa. 9:17). 

God hates Hell, but He uses it. 
God hates war, but He uses it. 
War. is God’s judgment upon sin 
here; Hell is God’s judgment upon 
sin hereafter. 

You cannot argue against the 
love of God because He deals in 
judgment. A parent who loves a 
child will sometimes punish that 
child for disobedience and _ sin. 
War sent by God does not mean 
that God does not love. To love 
people does not mean that we are 
to permit them to go on in all 
kinds of wickedness without judg- 
ment. God loves all men and has 
manifested that love in the gift 
of His Son. A man may go to Hell 
unsaved, but he will never go to 
Hell unloved. We know a police- 
man whois a good Christian man. 
He loves criminals, but that does 
not mean that he should _ not 
bring a criminal to judgment. Paul 
loved that sinner in Corinth, and 
yet Re delivered him to Satan for 
the destruction of the flesh (1 Cor. 
>). 

Someone says we are to resem- 
ble our heavenly Father. All right. 
He is a God of judgment. Don’t re- 
sist Him or try to do anything to 
prevent the out-working of that 
judgment. There is something 
worse than war, and that is sin. Be 
sure that God will always pour out 
His wrath upon it. 

God loved Hitler and Germany, 
or Mussolini and Italy, or Stalin 
and Russia, more than did any 
pacifist in the United States. He 
gave His Son for them just as 
truly as for us. But that did not 
prevent God from bringing judg- 
ment upon a nation guilty of 
banditry, and massacre, and rape. 

God loves the United States, but 
that will not prevent ultimate 
judgment coming upon one of the 
most sinful of nations. 


Did Christ Teach Anything 
About War? 


Our answer is Yes. Someone 


says, “All your argument is based 


: 


on the Old Testament, but Christ 
taught differently. His coming 
made a difference, and what was 
true in the old dispensation is net 
now true.” 

Well, what did Jesus 
teach? 

In Luke 22:36 He said, ‘““He that 
hath no sword, let him sell 
garment, and buy one.” That is, if 
they had no purse, no money, they 
were to sell their garment in or- 
der to buy a sword. You cannet 
spiritualize the purse, the scrip, 
the shoes; why spiritualize the 
sword? To say that the Lord 
meant the sword of the Spirit is 
very poor exegesis, and so to say 
that the Lord referred to the two 
swords when He said, “It is 
enough,’ is poor understanding. 
He was not referring to the two 
swords, but to the conversation. 
It was an abrupt dismissal. “It is 
enough” does not mean “they aro 
sufficient.” 

Some insist that what our Lord 
meant was that the sword was to 
be used merely for self-defense. A}! 
right, admit it so. At least it doet 
mean that, and that is sufficient 
to overthrow any theory of non- 
resistance held by pacifists, con- 
scientious objectors, Quakers, or 
any other sect. It is a decisive 
testimony from the mouth of the 
Lord Himself against any sucit 
views. 

Someone says, “‘Yes, but look at 
the Sermon on the Mount.” Aj] 
right, look at the Sermon on the

| Mount. Remember that Christ pre- 


faced that sermon by = saying, 
“Think not that I am come to de- 
stroy the law, or the prophets: I 
am not come to destroy, but to 
fulfill” (Matt. 5:17). Do not force 
into the Sermon on the Mount 
meanings that are not there, for 
the words of our Lord do not mear 
the abolition of armies and navies, 
or that we are to do away with 
magisterial functions on the part 
of nations, because such objections 
are part of the law and the proph- 
ets. 

I know that Isaiah 2:4 says, 
‘Beat your swords into  plow- 
shares,’ but I also know that Joel 
says, “Beat your plowshares into 
swords.” Again, this is not a con- 
tradiction when the Word is right- 
ly divided: The time to beat your 
swords into plowshares is not now, 
with the world in its present-day 
condition. 

When our Lord said, “Resist net 
evil,” and “love your enemies,” He 
was talking about the law of re- 
taliation between men, but not 
about their relationship to govern- 
ment.

There. are 
rough, heavy shoes. built for moun- 
tain climbing. There are heavy, 
leaded shoes. which the diver wears 
in descending to the depths of the 
sea. Special, lightweight shoes are 
made for the runner in the race. 
Some shoes are furlined for the 
journeys into the far north. Other 
shoes. are made: of open-work ma- 
terials for. the extremely hot wea- 
ther. There are shapely, well-fitted 
shoes for the business man, and 
gaudy, fancy shoes for the. giddy 
girl. I have seen wooden shoes 
which are worn.in Holland. There 
are also gum shoes which are worn 
by the fishermen. 


Let us now consider some of 
the lessons which are taught us 
by a study of these interesting 
articles of wear. How strange it 
was. that Joshua and all the great 
and wise men of. Israel should be 
so badly fooled by a pair of shoes? 
In Joshua 9:5 and 13 we read that 
the Gibeonites came before the

old worn-out shoes with 
which to deceive Joshua. They pre- 
tended that the shoes had been 
‘worn out by the long journey 
which they had made. How could 
their shoes wear out when they 
had asses on which to ride? How 
could they wear out a pair of 
shoes on one journey, anyway? 
How could these shoes fool a peo- 
‘ple who are experts in the shoe 
business? These old shoes were 
ithe downfall of the people of Isra- 
el and for many years_ brought 
about a terrible drought in the 
land because of the wicked heart 
‘of King Saul. 


In the beautiful book of Ruth 
where we read the love story of 
Ruth and Boaz a shoe played a 
prominent part in this romance. 
The relative who should have tak- 
-en Ruth for his bride was unwill- 
Ing to do so. We read the story in 
Ruth, chapter 4, verses 6 to 8. The 
unwilling kinsman removed the 
shoe from his foot and gave it to 
the judge. This was a public de- 
nunciation of his kinsman rights 
and his public refusal to accept 
Ruth as the sweetheart of his life. 
Boaz was glad enough. to get the 
shoe, for with the shoe he got the 
lovely girl -as well. Ruth became 
his bride and. the grandmother of 
King David and one of the ances- 
‘tors, from the human standpoint, 
of Jesus. I hope that Boaz put that

Old Shoes and Others 


shoe in a glass case and preserved 
it for his posterity. 

Shoes should not be worn in the 
presence of God. Moses was told 
to remove his shoes when in the 
presence of the Lord at the burn- 
ing bush (Exod. 3:5). Joshua was 
required to remove his shoes when 
in the presence of the man with 
the drawn sword (Josh. 5:15). 
Isaiah was required to remove his 
shoes as well, at the command of 
God (Isa. 20:2). 


Our Lord knows how to preserve 
shoes. For in Deuteronomy 29:5 
we learn that the Lord preserved 
the shoes of Israel for forty years 
while they traveled through the 
desert. What a miracle this was! 
Dry, hot sand is always injurious 
to leather. The oil is taken out of 
the skins by the heat. The grind- 
ing of the particles of sand de- 
stroys the texture. The long tramp- 
ing would injure both the stitches 
and the substance of the material. 
The preserving of these shoes is a 
wonderful proof of the miracle- 
working power of God. 


Some strange shoes are mention- 
ed in Deuteronomy 33:25, “Thy 
shoes shall be iron and brass.” 
These would not be soft but they 
would be safe. They would not 
insure comfort but they would en- 
dure hardness. The fact that God 
gave them would indicate that He 
knew how rough the road would 
be. Iron is for durability and brass 
is for beauty. Although the way 
would be long and the road would 
be rough and the obstacles would 
be great, God promised His peo- 


ple that He would fit their feet 
for the journey. Sometimes the 
Lord smoothes the roads, levels 


the hills, removes the rough places 
and leaves our feet shod with soft 
sandals. Other times He leaves the 
road as it is, not changing it a. bit, 
but He equips His pilgrim with 
feet and with shoes that can safe- 
ly and securely travel the rough- 
est ways. Either method is quite 
all right... Both cases glorify His 
name and bless the weary wander- 
er on the way Home. 


Our Lord describes beautiful 
feet-if they have the proper shoes. 
In the Song of Solomon 7:1 we 
read, “How -beautiful are thy feet 
with shoes.” No one seems to be 
proud of the feet. Advertisements 
describe beautiful eyes and at- 
tractive teeth, but whoever read of 
beautiful feet. Our Lord has pro- 
vided for beautiful feet by saying, 
“Your feet shod with the prepara- 
tion of the gospel of peace” (Eph. 
6:15). Of these He writes in Ro- 
mans 10:15, “How beautiful are

‘“‘The Post Office and I’

A few years ago I was in Washington, D. C., for just 
one day of sightseeing while awaiting train connections, It’s 
amazing how much can be seen in one day, and it’s wonderful 
what can be seen in Washington, D. C., in one day. I stood 
before the United States Post Office Building there and read 
this inscription: ‘‘Neither snow nor rain nor heat nor gloom 
of night stays these couriers from the swift completion of 
their appointed rounds.” 


Post offices and postmen are 
of our everyday world. But 
so commonplace that we _ con- 
sider them a very routine part 
as 1 looked at.the inscription 
—the motto of the Post Office 
Department of the United States 
—I was thrilled. Routine and 
common as it is, there is something 
wonderful about the work done by 
this great organization, The very 
words, “United States Mail,” epito- 
mize the qualities of dependability, 
reliability and certainty. The motto 
expresses in a majestic way what 
they do in a commonplace, routine 
way. 


Since The Sword of the Lord is 
carried by mail, many interesting 
things come up in connection with 
the post office and the men who 
carry it to the readers. For ex- 
ample, a postman in Newton, 
Kansas, made a mistake—and bé- 
cause of that Robert G. Regier 
received the blessing of The Sword 
of the Lord. He wrote us recently 
as follows: “By mistake the mail 
carrier left your paper, The Sword 
of the Lord, in our mail box; and 
we certainly enjoyed reading it, 
especially the article by Dr. Smith 
on ‘Five Solemn Facts.’”

Some seem to think that when 
Christ said, ‘Love your enemies,” 
He was saying something new. 
That was not new, for God taught 
the same thing through Moses. See 
Leviticus 19:18 and 34, “Thou 
shalt love thy neighbour as thy- 
self.” Someone calls attention to a 
fiendish addition by which the 
Pharisees had supplemented that 
command, making it, “Thou shalt 
love thy neighbour and hate thine 


enemy.” 
This was a “fiendish addition”’ 
because it contradicted God’s 


Word. It was wrong. Our enemy 
is our neighbor, and as such he is 
to be loved. By that it does not 
mean that you are to permit him 
to attack your wife and daugher 
without resistance. That does not 
mean that you condone the evil of 
his life. Men have opposed and re- 
sisted each other on the battle- 
field, and yet history abounds with 
stories of how men, even in the 
heat of battle, have helped their 
enemies. No man is to go to war 
singing the “Hymn of Hate.” A 
Christian judge does not hate the 
criminal he sentences. A Christian 
executor does not hate the crimi- 
nal he puts to death. A Christian 
soldier must not hate the enemy 
he faces in battle. 

What did our Lord mean in 
Matthew 26:52 when He said, “Put 
up again thy sword into his place: 
for all they that take the sword 
shall perish with the sword’? He 
meant that Peter was not to draw 
a sword in rebellion against the or- 
der of a magistrate, which was a 
crime. Such rebellion would prob- 
ably mean the forfeiture of his life. 
In other words, if you oppose your 
own Civil government by force, you 
must expect to be met by force. 

In Matthew 10:34 our Lord said, 
“Think not that I am come to send 
peace on earth: I came not to send 
peace, but a sword.” You may 


spiritualize this if you wish, but we) 


insist that the tenth chapter of 
Matthew is dispensational, Israe- 
litish, and national in character, 
dealing with the kingdom of Hea- 
ven. Read the chapter and note es- 
pecially such verses as 5 to 7, 15, 18, 
etc. The kingdom of Heaven is not 
the Church, but the millennial 
kingdom to be set up when Christ 
comes again. This chapter brings 
the history of the Jew to a climax. 
It tells of the end-time when the 
Great Tribulation shall come upon 
the earth. It is associated with the 
sword, for when our Lord comes 
the second time, He will come with 
the sword. 


Some say that Jesus’ Christ 
came as Messiah at a time when 


His whole nation was subjugated 
by Rome. His whole nation was 
keenly exercised by this problem, 
and its mind occupied with this 
political issue. They expected their 
Messiah to bind His enemies to His 
chariot wheels and overthrow their 
Gentile conqueror. Yet He _ abso- 
lutely refused to contemplate war 
or to do anything to overcome His 
enemies. He could have _ called 
twelve legions of angels to liberate 
Himself and to overthrow the Ro- 
mans, yet He did nothing. The rea- 
son for this is that HE CAME INTO 
THIS WORLD TO DIE. Some man 
said that this explanation did not 
satisfy him. The reason it does not 
satisfy is that he is like the proph- 
ets of old who could not distin- 
guish between the first and second 
comings of Christ. We are told 
in I Peter 1:10-11 that they tried 
to understand the sufferings of 
Christ, “‘Art thou he that should 
follow. They did not understand 
the parenthesis of time between 


| the two. This was the trouble with 
John the Baptist, the forerunner 
of the Lord, who expected Christ to 
take the throne immediately, and 
when he found himself in prison, 
sent his disciples to inquire of 
Christ,” Art thou he that should 
come, or do we look for another?” 
These actions that Israel expected 
of their Messiah will take place 
when He comes the second time, 
for then He will come with a 
sword and make war. His throne 
will be established by the over- 
throw of His enemies. Revelation 
19:11 says, “In righteousness he 
doth judge and make war.” This 
is not to be spiritualized. It means 
just exactly what it says. See also 
Revelation 19:15 and 14:20. The 
winepress which He treads is the 
winepress of judgment. In _ His 
first coming He became Redeemer 
through death at the hands of His 
enemies; in His second coming He 
will become Ruler through the 
death of His enemies. 


In John 18:36 our Lord said, “If 
my kingdom were of this world, 
then would my _ servants fight, 
that I should not be delivered to 
the Jews: but now is my kingdom 


}not from hence.’ His kingdom is 


not of this world. It is the king- 
dom of Heaven, and will be estab- 
lished by Him when He descends 
from Heaven. It was not our Lord’s 
intention to establish His kingdom 
by “the sword” any more than it 
was His intention to propagate the

Shall a Christian Obey Human 
Governors? 


Our answer is Yes. We submit 
to you the teaching of Paul in Ro- 
mans 13:1-5: ‘‘Let every soul be 
subject unto the higher powers.” 
“Every soul’ means that no one 
is excepted. Certainly not Chris- 
tians, for they are in the mind of 
the writer. “The powers that be 
are ordained of God,” and the mo- 
ment that Paul wrote, he was un- 
der a dictatorship created by the 
Roman army. ‘‘Whosoever there- 
fore resisteth the power, resisteth 
the ordinance of God.” Paul adds 
that the power “beareth not the 
sword in vain.” The reason given 
is that the magistrate is ‘“‘a reven- 
ger to execute wrath.” “The 
sword” refers to government as es- 
tablished by God, with the right 
to take life in punishment and 
judgment. This is why a _ public 
executioner is not a murderer, be- 
cause he has the authority of death 
as a personification of government. 
The man who pulls the switch 
when the criminal dies is the agent 
of God who commanded the death 
of a murderer. When a ‘police of- 
ficer is: forced to slay a man in his 
duty of upholding the law, he is 
not a murderer; he is a personifi- 
cation of government. When the 
government calls a man to go out 
and fight for his country, it is as 
the minister of God. And if a 
soldier in such duty slays an ene- 
my, he, is not a murderer, but a 
representative of God’s established 
government, bringing judgment 
upon a sinful nation. Your govern- 


-ment has a divine right to bear the 


sword and to call you toits defense. 
You see, government does not rest 
on human economics or human 
politics, but on divine authority, 
and the obedience commanded in 
general is absolute. 


Someone says, “You mean that 
we are to obey wicked men?”’ Who 
was ruling when Paul wrote Rom. 
13? It was the worst of rulers— 
Nero, himself. And if that man 
on.the throne of the Caesars is.«to 
be obeyed, surely all the others 
are. We do not say that all rulers 
are Christians, but we do say that 
government is a divine establish- 
ment, and we do know that God 
makes use of even the wicked 
among rulers to execute His dis- 
pleasure against sinful natures. 
Think of the rulers before whom 
Jesus Christ stood. Who gave the 
final sentence against Him? He 
was one of the worst rulers Jewry 
had ever known, but he was one of 
those ordained of God. We repeat 
that Christ knew that when He 
said, “Thou couldst have no pow- 
er at all against me, except it 
were given thee from above’”’ 
(John 19:9-11). That means that 
Christ was obeying the ordinance 
of God rather than the ordinance 
of Caesar when He was submissive 
to the governor’s orders. Of course 
Pilate did not know that his pow- 
er was from above, for he boast- 
ed of his own power (John 19:10). 

Someone says, “Yes, but Paul 
teaches that our citizenship is 
in Heaven,” and he does this in 
Philippians 3:20; but when he said 
this, he was not speaking of a

But God does, 
and you do, and your conscience 
is arousing you concerning the sins 
of those days during the war when 
you thought you were getting away 
with sin. 
- Be sure your sin will find you 
out, and whatsoever a man soweth 
that shall he also reap. God is not 
mocked. God will never be mocked. 
If you sow a seed, you will reap 
a bushel. You always get much 
more in return than you have sown, 
and you get the same thing in re- 
turn that you did sow. You sow 
to the wind, and you will get the 
whirlwind. You sow sin, and you 
will get sorrow. You sow more sin, 
and you will get heartache. You 
sow more sin, and you will finally 
find that it ends up in Hell. Be 
sure your sin will find you out. 


Will Find You Out in 
Your Health 


A man’s sin will find him out 
in his health. It always does.... 
never any exception! “Oh,” you say, 
“preacher, you mean if he gets into 
some kind of a sin and he gets a 
social disease?” No I don't. I 
mean that God so created you and 
so created me that every time we 
sin, that sin has a reaction in our

you are three in one—you are 
spirit, you are soul, and you are 
body. When you sin with your 
spirit, it reacts on your mind and 
it reacts on your body.

Those children who are coming 
into that home are going to pay 
with you. I wish every husband 
and father knew that his family 
pays for his sins, Why don’t you 
men know that? There is a family 
living down here in a little hovel. 
Do you know why they are living 
there? Because some man is drink- 
ing his money up. He hasn’t any 
to pay for a home and provide for 
his family.

His character is different. His 
habits have now become different. 
Your sins become a part of you. 
They work their way into the warp 
and woof of your character, they 
work their way into your person- 
ality, attach themselves to you like 
a leech, entwine themselves about 
you like a horrid creature, and you 
cannot get rid of them apart from 
Jesus Christ. Be sure your sin will 
find you out.

“I feel led to write you regard- 
ing a statement in the June 8 issue 
of THE SWORD OF THE LORD 
that I think is confusing or should 
have been explained a little fuller.

Dear Brother Leigh: 

I thank you for your good letter. 
I feel as you do, that there should 
be great care exercised to keep 
people from thinking that one is 
a child of God without being born 
again. I believe now that I should 
not have let that statement of 
Dr. Biederwolf’s go in the paper 
without modification. However, 


there are one or two things to be 
said for this. One is that when Dr. 
Biederwolf preached the sermon 
long ago modernism had not grown 
as strong and the doctrine of the 
new birth was clearly taught 
among Christians nearly  every- 
where; so the statement would not 
be as much misunderstood as it 
woul be now. 


And we need to-remember too 
that what Dr. Biederwolf. says is 
very nearly what the Scripture 
says. In Acts 17:29, in the King 
James Version, Paul says, “Foras- 
much then as we are the offspring 
of God, we ought not to think that 
the Godhead is like unto gold or 
Silver, or stone, graven by art and 
man’s devise.” In this case “off- 
spring’ does not mean children. 
We descended from God by crea- 
tion, not by birth. But great 
Christians in the old days under- 
stood this doctrine and so, though 
we. came from God by creation, 
we are not God’s children except 
by the new birth. 


Thank you for calling the mat- 
ter to my attention. I often think 
of your kindness and help and I 
am grateful for your prayers.

to show ourselves more pleasing 
to Heaven than to this present 
wicked world. 


The text above, Hebrews 13:10, 
says that ‘we have an_ altar, 
whereof they have no right to eat 
which serve the tabernacle.” 

Jewish priests were in the city, 
honored and respected. Christians 
should go outside the gate of 
worldly esteem. The world likes 
very well a religion which puts 
Jews, Protestants and Catholics 
and non-Christian Masons on® the 
same plane. The world doesn’t 
mind your believing there is. a 
God. The world does mind a 
Christian insisting that the aton- 
ing blood of Jesus Christ is the 
only way to keep out of Hell! The 
world does mind the Christian 
saying that the only God is the 
God of the Bible, that there is no 
salvation except through Jesus 
Christ, that this salvation is of- 
fered to. be. received wholly by 
faith in Christ. The world does 
not mind one.saying that every- 
body should follow the Sermon 
on the Mount. A whiskey-drink- 
ing, poker-playing, profane pre- 
sident mentions that as a matter 
of course, without repentance, 
without breaking from his gang- 
ster-ridden political |©machine, 
without turning from his social- 
ism demagoguery. But a red-hot 
evangelism, demanding that men 
everywhere repent and turn to 
Christ for salvation is offensive 
to this world. 


The Christian here is offered 
the privilege of being different 
from the nominal Christian. There 
was a difference between Abra- 
ham and Lot, though both were 
doubtless saved men. Abraham 
was. spiritual, Lot was worldly. 
There was a difference between 
King Saul and King David, thougn 
God had given Saul also a new 
heart, we are told. There. was a 
difference between Paul and Barn- 
abas on the one hand, filled with 
the Spirit and going on a great 
missionary journey that might 
bring death and, on the other 
* hand, John Mark, whose heart 
failed him so that he left the 
evangelistic party and went home 
to his mother! There was a differ- 
ence between Paul the aposile, 
waiting to be offered as a sac- 
rifice at Rome, and Demas who 
forsook Paul, “having loved this 
present world” (II Tim. 4:10). 


Paul made it very clear that 
this spiritual difference existed 
between him and most. of the 
Christians at Corinth. Paul wrote 
them: 


“Now ye are full, now ye are 
rich, ye have reigned as kings 
without us: and I would to God 
ye did reign, that we also might 
reign with you. For I think that 
God hath set forth us the apostles 
last, as it were appointed to 
death: for we are made a spec- 
tacle unto the world, and to 
angels, and to men. We are fools 
for Christ’s sake, but ye are wise 
in Christ; we are weak, but ye 
are strong; ye are honourable, but 
we are despised. Even unto this 
present hour we both hunger, and 
thirst, and are naked, and are 
buffeted, and have no certain 
dwellingplace; And labour, work- 
ing with our own hands: being 
reviled, we bless; being persecuted, 
we suffer it: Being defamed, we 
entreat; we are made as the filth 
of the world, and are the off- 
scouring of all things unto this 
day.’—I Cor. 4:8-13. 


The Christians at . Corinth 
were full and rich while Paul was 
poor. They were wise in the sight 
of the world which counted Paul 
a fool, They were strong. in the 
sight of the world to whom Paul 
appeared weak. They were honor- 
able but Paul was despised. Paul 
was defamed and made as the filth 
of the world and the offscouring 
of all things. It was because Paul 
learned to eat of the sacrifice 
mentioned in our text, willing to 
go outside the gate with Christ 
bearing His reproach. 

I remember how strange it 
seemed to me, when I was a 
pastor of a church that. many 
pastors and churches thought me 
an extremist, yet liked the kind 
of Christians my preaching and 
training produced. We were count- 
ed rather radical. One could not

l'teach in-our Sunday School with- 
out having a very high standard 
of godly living. One who attended 
the movies or danced or played 
bridge or used tobacco was. not, 
we thought, a good enough Chris- 
tian to be a teacher and example 
to young people. We taught that 
every Christian should be an earn- 
est and loving student of the 
Word of God, that every Christian 
should be a soul winner. I preach- 
ed boldly and plainly against 
modernism, against Christians be- 
ing yoked up with unbelievers in 
secret orders. All this seemed 
very radical to many pastors and 
church leaders around us. Yet we 
discovered that they prized most 
highly every member they could 
get from our church. Sometimes 
a member would come to one of 
these churches from our churcna 
and would immediately be put to 
teaching an adult class, though 
they might not have been counted 
worthy to teach children in our 
church. , 


In that church where ‘the bless- 
ing of God dwelt, many a drunkard 
was made sober, many a miser- 
able home was made happy. The 
business world was glad to give 
jobs to the drunkards we had won 
to Christ and saw transformed. 
Families on relief got converted, 
were cleaned up, got good _ jobs, 
made respectable citizens, took 
places of leadership and grew into 
places of respect and honor in 
the community. The world liked 
our converts, though it did not 
like the preacher! They were hon- 
orable but we were despised. The 
world would like to have’ the 
transformed lives which radical, 
Spirit-filled Christianity can furn- 
ish. The world would like to have 
the fruits without the Spirit-fill- 
ed, sin-condemning gospel whica 
brings the fruits. People would like 
to have the blessings of Christ 
without the reproach of Christ. 

But here God is calling us to 
go the second mile. God wants us 
not only to have life, but to have 
it more abundantly. He wants us 
not only to drink for ourselves 
but to be a fountain of living 
water to others. God wants us to 
have not only the richness and 
glory of Christ but His poverty, 
His reproach. 


I. The Sacrifice Picturing 
the Atoning Work of 
Christ 


1. Every Bloody Sacrifice of the 
Old Testament Pictures 
Jesus Christ 

When Abraham and his son 
Isaac crawled up the slope of 
Mount Moriah, carrying the waod 
and the fire, innocent Isaac asked 
with boyish curiosity, “Behold the 
fire and the wood: but where is 
the lamb for a_ burnt-offering?” 
Abraham with a double meaning 
responded, “My son, God will pro- 
vide himself a lamb for a burnt- 
offering” (Gen. 22:7,8). God pro- 
vided a lamb for an offering that 
day, in the place of Isaac; they 
found a ram caught in a thicket 
by his horns and offered him. 
But Abraham knew that God 
would also one day offer His own 
Son, the Lamb of God. That is 
why Jesus said, “Abraham saw 
my day. .. and was glad” (John 
8:56). 

The New Testament tells us 
that the passover lamb, when of- 
fered at a certain time each year 
by every Jewish family, pictured 
Christ. “For even Christ our pass- 
over is sacrificed for us” (I Cor. 


Jesus as He walked, he said, “Be- 
10ld the Lamb of God, which tak- 
eth away the sin of the world” 
(John 1:29). Every sacrifice was 
an object lesson that prophesied 
that God would send His Son to 
pay for man’s sin. 

Fach sacrifice had a different 
lesson. How many, many _ illus- 
trations it would take to properly 
picture the wonderful work of 
Jesus Christ! The bullock pictured 
Christ as the burden-bearing Sav- 
iour. The turtle dove pictured Him 
as the mourning One, despised 
and rejected of men. The pure 
white pigeon pictured Him as the 
sinless and stainless One who 
knew no sin. The scape goat pic- 
tured Him as One who took on 
Himself the sins of the world and

And he 
shall bring the bullock unto the 
door of the tabernacle of the 
congregation before the Lord; and 
shall lay his hand upon the bul- 
lock’s head, and kill the bullock 
before ‘the Lord. And the priest 
that is anointed shall take of the 
bullock’s blood, and bring it to the 
tabernacle of the congregation: 
And the priest shall dip his finger 
in the blood, and sprinkle of the 
blood seven times before the Lord, 


‘before the vail of the sanctuary.

to Hell. I am glad that I know I 
am not going to Hell. Jesus saith, 
“Verily, verily I say unto you, He 
that heareth my word and believeth 
on him that sent me, hath ever- 
lasting life, and shall not come into 
condemnation; but is passed out 
of death into life” (John 5:24). 


I am glad for the day that I 
passed out of. death into life. God 
says through Paul in Romans 10: 
13, ‘““Whosoever shall call upon the 
name of the Lord shall be saved.” 
I remember the night that out of 
my sin and misery I called out, 
“God be merciful to this poor 
dirty, rotten sinner, and save me 
for Jesus’ sake,” and God did it. 
We read again, “If thou shalt con- 
fess with thy mouth the’ Lord 
Jesus, and shalt believe in thine 
heart that God hath raised him 
from the dead, thou shalt be saved”’ 
(Rom. 10:9), I believed, and I con- 
fessed him, and I was saved ac- 
cording to the authority of the 
Word of God. “If we confess our 
sins, he is faithful and just to for- 
give us our sins, and to cleanse us 
from all unrighteousness” (I John 
1:9). 

My friends, if you only get one 
word in this message, get this—“Be 
sure your sin‘will find you out.” It 
will find the church member out. 
It will find the deacon out. It will 
find the elder out. It will find the 
choir member out. It will find the 
preacher out. It will find the usher 
out. It will find the ladies’ aid 
member out. It will find the work- 
ers in the congregation out. It will 
find the man on the street out. It 
will find the down-and-outer, up- 
and-outer, the educated and the 
ignorant, the rich and the poor, 
the. city man and the suburban 
man, the American and every 
other man. Be sure your sin will 
find you out. My friends, it will 
find you. out in one of these places 
unless first of all you bring your 
sins to Calvary’s cross and let 
Jesus cleanse your heart from 
them. “Without shedding of blood 
is no remission” (Heb, 9:22). 


I am so glad that one day I look- 
ed my sins in the face and I said, 
“I am a sinner—guilty, Hell-de- 
serving, rotten sinner. Church man, 
cultivated, refined, educated, well 
thought of by everybody else, but 
in the light of the Word and in the 
light of the holiness of God, I knew 
I was miserable and undeserving 
and Hell-deserving. I knew I would 
have to face my sin in my con- 
science, in my memory, in my 
character, and that I would have to 
face it before God and before the 


‘judgment seat of Christ. I decided 


in that day that if Jesus had open- 
ed the fountain of Calvary for sin 
and all uncleanness, that was the 
place for me to go, and I had 
better get there pretty soon. That 
day I walked down the aisle of that 
church, I confessed that I was a 
sinner, and I ‘confessed the rot of 
my life, and said, “O God, take 
away my sin and save me,” and 
He did. 

Listen to me, young man, you 
are on the brink of eternity. You 
are facing the greatest crises of 


your life. What are you going to 


do with: Jesus Christ? “Oh,” you 
say, “I will put it off until tomor- 
row.” What do you know about

tomorrow? Your days are number- 
ed by God. The breath of your 
life is in the hand of God. You 
stand today face to face with 
eternity. If God would take his 
hand off you for one minute you 
would be dead, you would be a 
corpse, and you would go on to 
meet Him and you would meet 
your sin in eternity, You will 
either meet it now or you will 
meet it then. You meet it in life or 
you meet it in death. You meet 
‘'t at Calvary, or you meet it at 
the judgment. Every man has his 
own choice. Young man, older man, 
young woman, older woman, you 
can meet your sins at the throne 
of grace. You can be cleansed of 
your sin, and be pardoned of your 
sin. The Scripture says, “As far as 
the east is from the west, so far 
hath he removed our transgressions 
from us” (Psa. 103:12). He has 
buried them in. the depths of the 
deepest sea, He has cast them be- 
hind His back. The Scripture says 
that He will remember our sins 
and our iniquities against us no 
more, 


I shall never forget a young fel- 
low who was sentenced to death in 
the electric chair. He had learned 
the twenty-third Psalm, When he 
was to walk that last mile—that 
short distance from the cell block 
to the electric chair—heve that 
thing fastened on him, the switch 
thrown, .and the electricity go 
through him, he was repeating the 
words of that Psalm, ‘The Lord is 
my shepherd...” He said, “I don’t 
care, for in a moment I will be on 
my Father’s front porch.” What 
had happened? That: fellow was 
deserving of death, and he had 
faced his sin at the throne of grace 
in his death cell, and the God of 
grace that is able to save the liar, 
the thief, the whoremonger, -. the 
lustful man, the unclean man, the 
cursing man, the double-minded 
man, the hypocrite, the unsaved 
church member, and all the rest 
met that man in his cell that day, 
and he received Christ as his Sav- 
iour. His sins were washed away 
and his name was written in the 
Lamb’s Book of Life. He went out 
from time into eternity to meet 
God, saved forevermore. 


You are going out into eternity. 
I don’t know when it will be. You 
may go before another twenty-four 
hours. This last week you had the 
celebration of the San Francisco 
earthquake. They tell me that all 
this. territory around here has 
crevices like that underneath it. 
Maybe there is one of those crevices 
down below where I am staying; I 
don’t know, If the ground opens up 
and that building goes down into 
the ground, brother, and you don’t 
find me, remember, I didn’t go with 
it, I went up! Absent from the 
body, present with the Lord. For 
me to live is Christ, and to die is 
gain. 


Listen, when are you going to 
face your sins? Will you face your 
sins tonight? Will you say you 
will face them right now? You say, 
I know I have to. I know that my 
sins apart from Jesus Christ will 
send me to Hell. I know it. If I die 
tonight without Christ, I am lost 
for eternity and I can’t afford to 


do it. It is a foolish thing to do.

“whose God is their belly.”” He was 
fearful of men because they mind- 
ed earthly things such as_ the 
gratification of their bodily appe- 
tites; he would have them to be 
heavenly-minded. 

We ought to live as those who 


belong to Heaven, of course, but |@ Sin in itself, but when the state | 


'that does not mean that we have 
'no responsibility to earth. We are 
| still to render to Caesar the things 
'that are Caesar’s. 


| The Christian is a citizen of the 
-country in which he dwells so far 
as subjection and obedience to the 
| civil power is concerned, but in 
'spirit, in aim, in affection, in rea- 
'son, in devotion, he is a stranger 
_and pilgrim in every country upon 
earth. 

| Every Christian should be alive 
‘to the social and political obliga- 
‘tion of the place and period in 
which he dwells. The Christian 
does not expect that the millenni- 
um will ever be brought about by 
moral reform and political right- 
eousness any more than he be- 
lieves that war shall be brought to 
an end in this present age by arbi- 
tration. The Christian should know 
that he has certain obligations to 
the government under which he 
lives for out of the _ privileges 
he possesses there grows a certain 
stewardship, and for that steward- 
ship every Christian will have to 
give an account to God. The privi- 
leges of government are seen in 
Paul’s claim for protection from 
Rome, his appeal to Caesar, etc. 
No man has a right to any protec- 
tion or privileges of government 
who washes his hands of all re- 
sponsibility to that government. 

The contention that Romans 
13:1-5 refers merely to the pay- 
ment of tribute and taxes is only 
made by one who has a point to 
prove. Taxes and assessments are 
included, of course, and such taxes 
are used to support our police, our 
law courts, our penitentiaries, our 
armies, and our navies. A _ large 
part of our present-day taxes is us- 
ed for war purposes. A conscienti- 
ous objector will not go to war, 
but will pay taxes so that his 
neighbor may go to war, which is 
scarcely the meaning of ‘‘love thy 
neighbour as thyself.” 

May I here inject a word con- 
cerning the use of the ballot by 
the Christian? If you love your 
neighbor as yourself, you certainly 
ought to use your ballot, and every 
other means at hand, to prevent 
the flauntings of the temptations 
of the world, the flesh, and the 
devil before the face of that 
neighbor. The “salt of the earth” 
is not merely dispensational. 

Caesar, under whom Paul wrote, 
took men as well as money. Both 
were used to carry on his wars; 
both were used to hold his cap- 
tives in subjection; both were used 
to maintain his..throne. He had a 
right to do so. Your country has 
a right to do so. 


Shall a Christian Always 
Obey Human Government? 


Our answer is No. Every Chris- 
tian man belongs to the state. He 
also belongs to the church. He has 
civil duties and rights, since he 
belongs to the state. Paul did not 
hesitate to call upon Rome for pro- 
tection. He also has religious pri-

hase and duties because he be- 
longs to the church. Both state 
and church are of divine origin, re-

the blood wpon the horns of the 
altar of sweet ineense before the 
Lord, which is in the tabernacle 
of the congregation; and shall 
pour all the blood of the bullock 
at the bottom of the altar of the 
burnt-offering, which is at the 
door of the tabernacle of the con- 
gregation. And he shall take off 
from it all the fat of the bullock 
for the sin-offering; the fat that 
covereth the inwards, and all the 
fat that is wpon the inwards, And 
the two kidneys, and the fat that 
is upon them, which is by the 
flanks, and the caul above the 
liver, with the kidneys, it shall he 
take away, As it was taken off 
from the bullock of the sacrifice 
of peace-offerings: and the priest 
shall burn them upon the: altar: 
of the-burnt- iil —Ley. 4 :1- 
10. 


In ‘this case: a young. bullock 
was to be brought as the sacri- 
fice. And since ‘tthe bullock pic- 
tured the blameless Jesus, it must 
be “without blemish.” The bullock 
was to be led to the door of the 
tabernacle of the congregation 
and there the priest would lay 
his hand upon the bullock’s head 
and kill the bullock before the 
Lord. Then two things took place 
as an object lesson showing 
Christ’s atoning death for sinners. 
First, the blood of the bullock 
offered in a certain way, and then 
the fat of the bullock was offer- 
ed. These pictured Christ’s atoning 
work. 


3. The Bullock’s Blood Pictured 
Christ’s Blood Shed on Calvary, 
Christ’s Life Poured Out to 
Death fer Sinners 


I suppose that all the blood of 
the bullock was caught in a large 
basin. Then the priest dipped his 
finger in the blood and sprinkled 
the blood seven times before the 
vail of the sanctuary, that is, 
toward the Shekinah glory that 
dwelt over the mercy seat, beyond 
that vail. Then he put some of 
the blood upon the horns of the 
altar of sweet incense before the 
Lord: Everybody who ever. ap- 
proaches God must come on the 
basis of the blood of Jesus Christ 
which was shed. There is no ent- 
rance to God except by the blood. 
There can be no forgiveness, no 
fellowship, no redemption with- 
out the blood of Christ. 


Next, the priest put some of the 
blood upon the horns of the altar 
of sweet incense before the Lord. 
That altar of sweet incense pic- 
tured prayers and praise ascend- 
ing to God. But no prayer is ac- 
ceptable to God which does. not 
come in the merits of His Son 
Jesus Christ. No prayer or praise 
is acceptable to God except. from 
the heart which has been cleansed 
by the blood. It certainly is not 
always necessary that we men- 
tion the blood of Christ in every 
prayer. But it is absolutely nec- 
essary that in our hearts we 
recognize the truth that every- 
thing we have from God we have, 
not on our own merits, but on the 
merits of the Lord Jesus Christ 
our atoning Saviour. Be sure to 
remember the blood in’ your 
prayers and in your praises! 

Then the priest took all the 
blood of the bullock and poured 
it out at the bottom of the altar 
of burnt-offering. In this we can 
see the dripping of the blood from 
the nail-torn hands extended on 
the cross. In this we can see the 
blood drops where the thorns 
pierced the Saviour’s brow. We 
can see the blood dripping from 
the mutilated feet. And we can 
see that crimson stream of blood 
that flowed from the side where 
the spear was driven to the very 
heart of the Son of God. The blood 
that made a poo) dark and tragic 
in the dirt at the foot of the cross 
was pictured by the blood poured 
out at the foot of the big brazen 
altar every time the bullock for 
a sin offering was brought to the 
tabernacle, or later, to the temple. 

Let us be sure to note that 
while this passage will have a 
rich and blessed meaning for the 
Christian and he can enter into 
part of the sacrifice that Christ 
‘makes, yet in this part the aton- 
ing blood pictures only the blood 
of Christ. The blood of a poor, 


sinful man could do no one any 


good. The bullock, in the poured- 


| out blood, as in the blood sprinkled 


before the vail and the blood on 
the horns of the altar of incense, 
must picture the blood of Jesus 
Christ alone. Christ is the unique 
One, the only one who could 
atone for sin. Let us never, never 
forget this wonderful truth of 
the blood of Jesus Christ shed 
for sinners. God helping me, I will 
preach it as long as I have breath. 
When I get to Heaven I will 
join in the song of the redeemed 
who sing, “For thou wast slain, 
and hast redeemed us to God by 
thy blood out of every kindred, 
and tongue, and people, and na- 
tion” (Rev. 5:9). 

I do not wonder that the Scrip- 
ture speaks of His blood as “‘the 
precious blood of Christ’ (I Pet. 
1:19). ‘Fhe blood of Jesus ‘was 
pure; and no other blood ever 
shed in this world since Adam 
sinned was ever pure! 

-Do not think that Abel was 
saved by the blood of the lamb 
he offered. Do not think that the 
Israelites had any peace with God 
on the merits of the blood of the 
passover lambs: No, no! 


All the rivers of blood of animal 
sacrifices killed in Old Testament 
times simply pointed as. object 
lessons. to the coming Saviour. 
Their blood never washed away 
one sin, never put away the guilt 
of the conscience, never made any 
heart new. Only the blood of Jesus 
Christ could do that! 


Once in Dallas, Texas, when I 
was pastor of the Galilean Bap- 
tist Church, the telephone in my 
study rang. When I answered, a 
Woman in troubled voice said, 
“Oh, Brother Rice, I’m at my wits 
end! I’m in such trouble I don’t 
know what to do!” 

“What is it, Mrs. Hunter?” I 
asked. 

“Pastor, you know that. little 
Jackie, six years ald, has had 
pneumonia. And now, after long 
weeks, his lungs have cleared: But 
he is so weak and rail. His 
blood is so ‘thin. The doctor feets 
he cannot get well without a 
blood transfusion. I have a new 
baby and they will not let me 
give my blood. I have asked all 
the people I know, and no one 
wants to give blood for a trans- 
fusion. What shall I do? What 
Shall I do?” 


“I will take care of that,” I 
answered. “Don’t fret yourself. 
We will have somebody at the hos- 
pital to have their blood typed 
at the hour appointed,’ I prom- 
ised. 

I found it difficult to get others 
to help. Everbody was busy. So 
in my own office I asked my bro- 
ther, Bill, one of-my secretaries, 
and in my home the Christian 
girl who helped Mrs. Rice. I went 
with them, and with the boy’s 
father there were five of us. The 
doctor took samples of blood with 
a syringe from each of us and we 
were told that soon we would 
have a report and know which 
one, if any of us, would have the 
right type of blood for the trans- 
fusion. 

“Doctor,” I said, “I am glad 
to give blood for the transfusion 
if my blood will do but I am 
promised to preach eighty miles 
away at Bridgeport, Texas, to- 
night. So what you do, please do 
quickly and let me know.” 


The doctor agreed and I went 
to my home. As I sat at lunch the 
telephone rang. The report was 
given that of the five of us whose 
blood they tested, only my blood 
was sufficient and compatible. 
So I went to the hospital. 

Little Jackie, the doctor, the 
nurses and Jackie’s mother were 
Waiting in the operating room 
when I went in. I pulled off my 
shirt and lay on an operating 


table. As the nurse prepared my ne 


arm for the needle through which 
the blood was to be drawn, little 
Jackie was rolled up beside me, 
and a nurse put alcohol on his 
arm, too. The little fellow was 
frightened; he cried, “Mamma! 
What are they going to do to me? 
Mamma, make her quit!” 

The mother knelt by. the little 
fellow’s side. “Now, Jackie, be a 
little man, don’t break mother’s 
heart,” she said. “The doctor says 
that you need more blood to give 


you strength and to get you well. 
Daddy’s blood wouldn’t do. Miss 
Viola’s blood wouldn’t do. Miss 
Lillian’s blood wouldn’t do. Bro- 
ther Bill’s blood wouldn’t do. Only 
Brother Rice’s would do. So our 
pastor is going to give you some 
of his blood, and you will be 
strong and get well. Now be a 
brave little man for Mother.” 

The little fellow straightened 
up his face and there was hardly 
a whimper when the needle was 
put into the vein in his arm. 

One -nurse handled the trans- 
fusion equipment, the tube and 
measuring device between the two 


needles in my arm and in his 
arm. 

“Twenty cubic centimeters, Doc- 
tor,” she said. Another nurse 
wrote it down. 

Again, “Twenty. cubic. centi- 
meters, Doctor.” The nurse re- 
corded it. 


_After this the other nurse said, 


“Look at his cheeks becoming 


pink! His lips were so pale and 
now they are turning red again.” 

And the doctor said, ‘“His pulse 
is coming back good and strong. 
This little fellow is going to live 
and get well.” - 

At last the nurse said, ‘That 
makes two hundred cubic centi- 
meters, Doctor.” 

He said, “That is © enough!” 
They drained the last blood from 
the tube into the little fellow’s 
arm and as they were removing 
the needle and taping a bit of 
cotton over the place where the 
needle penetrated, the mother 
came to the little fellow’s side 
and said to him, “Don’t forget to 
thank Brother Rice. Wasn’t: he 
good to give you his blood when 
nobody else’s blood would do?” 

I thought to hurry away but 
the doctor insisted that I lie still 
for a bit, drink a glass of warm 
milk and be refreshed before I 
started to drive eighty miles to 


‘| preach. As they pushed the wheel- 


ed cot through the door, little 
Jackie turned and waved to me 


/}and said, “Good-by, Brother Rice! 


You’re welcome.” 


“I could ‘not get the matter off 
my mind. That night I could 
preach on nothing but the prec- 
ious blood, the only blood ‘that 
would ever do anybody any good, 
the blood of Jesus. Christ! I re-. 


member a woman with a sad and! 


sin-marked face, with a baby in 
her arms. She tossed the baby 
to the woman next to her and 
trembling and weeping came to 
take Christ as her Saviour. Only 
the blood of Jesus: Christ could 
make sueh a sinner clean and 
whole. 


On, the precious blood of Christ! 
This blood of the bullock taken 
out and sprinkled before the vail 
and put on the horns of the altar 
of incense, and poured out before 
the big brazen altar pictured the 
blood of no one else but of Jesus 
Christ Himself! Here in His a- 
toning death the Lord Jesus walk- 
ed alone. There will be many 
other things in which we can 
work with:-Jesus. But when it 
came to paying for the sins of 
the world, Jesus Himself paid the 
debt alone! 

This blessed teaching is given 
to us in Hebrews 10:11,12: “And 
every priest standeth daily min- 
istering and offering oftentimes 
the same sacrifices, which can 
never take away sins: But this 
man, after he had offered one 
sacrifice for sins for ever, sat 
down on the right hand of God.” 


What can wash away my sin? 


Nothing but the blood of Jesus;: 


What can make me whole again? 
Nothing but the blood of Jesus. 

Oh! precious is the flow 

That makes me white as snow; 

No other fount I know, 
Nothing: but the blood of Jesus. 


And again, ‘“Forasmuch as ye 
know that ye were not redeemed 
with corruptible things . .. But 
with the precious: blood of Christ’ 
” (I Pet; 1:318,19). 


4. The Bulloek’s Fat Pictured All 
Health and Prosperity and Riches 
Purchased for Us 

Remember that, speaking of 
this sin offering under discussion, 
Leviticus 4:8-10 tells us: 


“And he [the priest] shall take 
off from it all the fat of the bul- 
lock for the sin-offering; the fat 
that covereth the inwards, and. all 
the fat that is upon the inwards, 


And the two kidneys, and the fat 
that is upon them, which is by 
the flanks, and the caul above 
the liver, with the kidneys, it shall 
he take away, As it was taken off 
from the bullock of the sacrifice 
of peace-offerings: and the priest 
shall burn them upon the altar of 
the burnt-offering.” 


All the fat easily separated from 
the bullock’s body was to be taken 
off the body and burned upon the 
big altar of burnt-offering. I 
remember. how, as a boy, I used 
to. help strip the leaf lard from 
butchered hogs and the extra fat 
from the inwards. So they were 
instructed to do with this bullock 
offered as a sin-offering. The fat 
was carefully removed and burned 
upon the altar. 

That pictured that Jesus bought 
for us not only redemption from 
sin, but all prosperity and bless- 
ings. which. God has in store for 


those who come to Him through. 


Jesus. Christ. It is true that we 
have redemption through the blood 
of Christ.. But we have far more 
than that. We are made sons of 
God. We are made partakers of 
all heavenly blessings in Christ 
Jesus. We are to inherit the New 
Jerusalem, and to inherit with 
Christ the transformed earth. We 
are not only kept out of Hell, but 
we have everlasting life. We 
will have glorified and perfected 
bodies forever! Oh, the unsearch- 
able riches which God has pre- 
pared for those who love Him! 
And such other blessings, all the 
goodness and health and prosper- 
ity and riches that a Christian 
will ever have, were purchased 
for us in the atoning death of 
Jesus Christ! Not only did Christ 
offer redeeming blood for our 
sins; He offered His perfect life 
to take the place of our sinful 
ones. Hé offered His reputation 
for our disrepute. He offered His 
standing as a Son, to us who were 
strangers and aliens. For His dear 
name’s sake we are called sons. 
We are taken into the family of 
God! We call Him “our Father”! 
We are not only forgiven sinners, 
but we are kings and priests unto 
God and we will reign with Christ 
on the earth! 

We Christians are invited to go 
outside the gate and partake of 
the sacrifice which was. never 
eaten by priests and Levites. We 
are to be partakers with Christ 
in His reproach. But let us never 
forget that we are not earning 
our blessings. We cannot buy our 
salvation. We have never deserved 
the honors, the joys, the bless- 


ings which are poured out without |’ 


measure. along with salvation. 
Christ on the cross did not only 
save us from Hell but He bought 
us every blessing. that falls from 
the hand of God. 

In us by nature there is nothing 
but. poverty and decay and sin. 
We ought to say as did Paul, “In 
me (that is, in my flesh,) dwell- 
eth no good thing” (Rom. 7:18). 
The fat of the bullock, burned on 
the altar of burnt-offering, pic- 
tured the goodness and righteous- 
ness and health and prosperity 
and riches of the dear Saviour, 
offered to us, doomed sinners for 
whom He died. 


II. The Sacrifice Picturing 
Jesus As the Despised and 
Rejected Saviour 

Let us go back to our text. 
Hebrews 13:11,12 tells us, “For 
the bodies of those beasts, whose 
blood is brought into the sanc- 
tuary by the high priest for sin, 
are burned without the camp. 
Wherefore Jesus also, that he 
might sanctify the people with his 
own blood, suffered without the 
gate.” 

This passage is not primarily 
about the atonement of Christ on 
the cross. The pouring out. of the 
blood, the burning of the fat, 
wonderful and blessed truths, are 
not the main point of discussion 
in our text in tthe epistle to the 
Hebrews. The Scripture here deals 
particularly not with the blood 
of a bullock nor its fat but with 
the body, after the blood and fat 
are removed. 

I take up the story again in 
Leviticus 4. We considered the 
first ten verses telling thow the 


blood was taken and _ sprinkled 


: 


before the vail and put on the 
horns of the altar of incense, and 


poured out at the altar of burnte. 


otrering: and how the-fat of the 


bullock was taken away and burn- 
ed. on that same altar. But now 
read the following verses: 


“And the skin of the bullock, 
and all his flesh, with his head, 
and with his legs, and his inwards, 
and his dung, Even the whole bul- 
lock shall he carry forth without 
the camp unto a clean place, 
where the ashes are poured out, 
and burn him on the wood with 
fire: where the ashes are poured 
out shall he be burnt.”’—Lev. 4:11, 
12. 


What does this picture teach us? 
The preceding verses have al- 
ready made clear that the blood 
of Christ was offered to pay for 
our souls and how the goodness 
and riches of: Christ were offered 
for our poverty. But these verses 
teach us a surprising fact. Let 
us consider it. 


1. Christ is Still Hated and 
Rejected by Most of the World 


When God sent His Son, the 
Lord Jesus, into the world, did 
ithe-whole world receive Him glad- 
ly with praises? No, there. was 
no’ room for Him in the inn. He 
was born in a stable and made His 
bed in a manger! When He was 
a baby, Herod tried to kill Him. 
He grew up in direst poverty. 
When Jesus began to preach His 
wonderful gospel and offer Him- 
self as God’s Son and Messiah, 
did people love Him and trust 
Him and receive Him and follow 
Him? No, they hated Him. The 
religious leaders arrested Him, ac- 
cused Him falsely and with bribed 
witnesses they condemned Him ito 
die. They had Him nailed to a 
Roman cross. They mocked Him 
while He hanged there in agony 
and died. ei 


And now that the gospel has 
been carried to all the world, how 
do men receive it? It seems sure- 
ly men everywhere would love 
such a Saviour, would believe such 
a gospel and obey such a mess- 
age. Instead of that, Christ is 
despised. The gospel is rejected. 
The Bible is criticized. We had 
as. well face it; this world is no 
friend of Jesus Christ. As Charles 
Wesley put it, “Is this vile world 
a friend to grace, To help me on 
to God?’’ No, Christ is now the 
rejected Saviour. He is, as was 
prophesied, “despised and rejected 
of. men” (Isa. 53:3). If Jesus 
Christ were here today, men, just 
as wickedly as. those who knew 
Him and rejected Him, as before, 
would hate Him and kill Him, if 
they could. 


So the Old Testament  Scrip- 
tures, divinely inspired with the 
very wisdom of God, pictured the 
Saviour as rejected. So that bul- 
lock, offered as a_ sin offering, 
was carried, minus the blood and 
fat, outside the gate of the city 
there in a clean place, a place 
of ashes, where it was burned. 
And that pictured the Lord Jesus 
being led out the way of sorrows 
through the gate of Jerusalem, to 
the hill called Calvary, and there 
nailed to a Roman cross and dy- 
ing for the sins of the world. And 
the Lord Jesus is still outside the 
gate. He is still despised and re- 
jected. This world still crucifies 
the Son of God afresh and puts 
Him to an open shame. 


This doctrine is not popular. 
Many church men like to think 


that they are slowly making the 


world better. They like to think 
that man is inherently good, and 
if we pass enough laws, and 
found enough schools, and organ- 
ize enough labor unions, and 
do away with race discrimination, 
that little by little man will turn 
out to be the very un-fallen son 
of God. Men like to think that 
man is naturally good, and with 
an opportunity he will turn out 
well. A great Methodist writer 
insists that all children are by 
nature the children of God and 
do not need to be converted or 


born again. Many churches who 


perhaps have something like this 


‘in mind, take little children into 
.the church, and take unconverted 


men into ithe church in hope that 
the church can make them good 
Christians, with its good environ- 
ment, and its “means of grace.” 

Post-millennialists long contend- 
ed that this world would have its 
millennium of righteousness and 
peace before the second coming of 
Christ. But _ post-millennialists 

(Continued on page 11) 
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have grown discouraged and have 
become very rare. Now the same 
kind of mén have given up hope 
of a millennium. Yet they keep 
on trying to repair this broken, 
down old world which God has 
said is headed for ruin. 

I think Christians should do all 
they can to improve society. Chris- 
tians should help make good laws, 
should help promote good educa- 
tion, civic enterprises. But we had 
as well face the inevitable fact; 
this world is headed for judgment. 
Men are a degenerate, fallen race. 
“The heart is deceitful above all 
things, and desperately wicked: 
who can know it?” (Jer. 17:9). 
_ Do you think this world loves 
Jesus Christ? The world has its 
Christmas, but it is a Qhristmas 
of lies about Santa Claus and 
drunkenness and revelry and com- 
mercialism. It is not, on ‘the part 
of the unsaved world and nominal 
Christians, a Christian Christmas. 
This world has its Easter. It is 
a very convenient time to sell new 
hats and suits. And Lent with a 
very slight self-sacrifice anda 
good deal of religious formalism, 
pleases self-righteous people. But 
Easter time to the werld and to 
nominal Christians is not a Chris- 
tian Easter, glorying in the resur- 
rection of Christ and in the resur- 
rection that born-again Christians 
will have by virtue of His death 
and resurrection. 


It is true that our cities are 
cluttered with. church buildings. 
But Christ Himself is left out 
of many of them. Sometimes His 
place is taken by statues and by 
robed priests and by candles and 
ceremonies. Sometimes His ptace 
is taken by a Christ-denying, Bible- 
rejecting modernism. Sometimes 


the formalism of stained-glass 
windows and -robed choirs and 
music during prayer take’ the 


place of a living Christ. 


This world has rejected Jesus 
Christ! Most of the people in the 
world are against’ Him, not for 
Him! And Christ now has the 
place, not of an accepted and 
loved King, loyally obeyed. He has 
the place, not of a Saviour and 
God worshipped and served with 
all the heart. No, Christ Jesus 
has the place of a rejected Sav- 
jour. And even among most Chris- 
tians He has the place of Saviour 
without the place of Lord. He 
does not have the honor and the 
Obedience which is His due. He 
is not on the throne in this world 
but on the cross. And even in the 
lives of most Christians He has 
Still a place of reproach. 


So when you think about Christ, 
you must think of Him as being 
still outside the gate of Jerusalem, 
not in the temple recognized as 
God and not on the throne obeyed 
as King. When you think about 
Christ, you must think about Him 
as displeasing ithe learned and the 
famous and the important people 
in this world. Men generally pay 
lip service to Christ but do not 
love Him, do not follow Him, do 
not wholeheartedly obey Hirn. 
Christ is outside the gate. He 
bears the reproach of crucifixion 
with thieves. He bears a crown 
of thorns on His head. There are 
marks of nails in His hands and 
in His feet. And in His side is 
the huge scar of the spear! And 
in the heart of Jesus which pour- 
ed out all its blood for sinners 
there is the anguish of unrequited 
love. Those who would go with 
Jesus will need to go outside the 
gate, away from the center of 
things, away from the favor of 
this world, and go to the place 
of ‘reproach. 


Ill, But This Sacrifice Can 
Represent Christians 
- Now we come to the heart of 
the meaning of the text. The blood 
of the bullock did not picture us; 
it pictured Christ alone. The fat 
of the bullock, burnt on the altar, 


did not picture our goodness, our 


health, our wealth. It pictured 
the goodness and riches and 
wealth of Jesus Christ, offered 
to us and purchased for us. He 
became poor that we might be 
rich. 

- The body of this: bullock, also, 
with his head and his legs and 
his inwards and his dung and his 
skin, carried outside the gate to 


a clean place and burned, pictured 
Jesus. But it may also picture us. 
Thank God! 


1. After Salvation, Christians Are 
One With Christ 


Now that Christ has died for 
me, now that I have accepted His 
atoning blood to pay for my sins, 
thank God, I can be like Jesus, 
can follow Jesus, can go where 
He goes, can be counted one with 
Ohrist!: This is one ofthe richest 
and most: heartening - ‘truths in] 
the Word of God, 


It is foolish to ask a lost man 
to live the Christ life. How can a 
man live -the Christian life when 
he does not have a _ Christian 
heart? How tan-a man who is 
a child of the Devil live as if he 
were a child of God? But, thank 
God, now.that I am born of God, 
I enter into a blood relationship 
to Jesus Christ. We are told that 
the very“reason and purpose of 
God’s foreknowledge and predes- 
tination .is: that all of us who 
trust in Jesus should be “conform- 
ed to thesi ‘image of this Son.” His 
purpose ig-“‘that he [Jesus] might 
be the fifstborn among many 
brethren”: (Rom. 8:29). 

Are we really sons of God and 
brothers of Jesus? That is what 
the Scripture says! And again the } 
same teaching is given elsewhere. 
“For both he that sanctifieth and 
they who:are sanctified are all of 
one: for ,which cause he is not 
ashamed ‘to call them brethren’ 
(Heb. 2:11). 

I am a brother of Jesus Christ. 
He was born into this world by 
miraculous conception, wrought 
by the Holy Spirit. I had a human 
father in my first birth, but when 
I was born again, in the new birth 
I was conceived of the Holy 
Ghost and a similar miracle made 
me a child of God! 


I think we should notice that 
Hebrews chapter 2, verse 11 talks 
about Christ who sanctifies us and 
says that we and He “are all of 
one,’ and that He is not ashamed 
to call us brethren, and |. then 
soon thereafter we are called “bre- 
thren” again. Hebrews 3:1 says, 
“Wherefore, holy brethren, par- 
takers of the heavenly calling 
consider the Apostle and High 
Priest of our profession, Christ 
Jesus.” I think that Hebrews 3:1 
refers back to Hebrews 2:11 and 
that by divine inspiration all of 
us here are addressed as holy 
brethren, sanctified by Jesus 
Christ, and so partakers of the 
holy calling to be sons of God and 
brethren of Christ. 

Remember that Jesus is the 
second Adam. As Adam is the 
head of all our fallen race, so 
Christ is the head of the new 
race, created by the new birth. 


Remember that Jesus chose to 
be called “Son of man.” Oh, yes, 
He was and is the Son of God, 
deity incarnate. And all of us 
might well call Him what doubt- 
ing Thomas called Him, when his 
doubts about the risen Saviour 
were gone forever—‘My Lord and 
my God!” (John 20:28). But Jesus 
emphasized the fact that He was 
a man. He was born of a woman. 
He made Himself one of our race. 
And, thank God, now Jesus and 
we “are all of one.” 

It is God’s plan that we shall 
be “conformed to the image of his 
Son.” And we have this startling 
statement in Holy Writ that “as 
he is, so are we in this world” 
(I John 4:17). 

At Christ’s coming (O glorious 
event!) He will “change our vile 
body . .. like unto his glorious 
body” (Phil. 3:21). 

Even the psalmist knew this, 
in Old Testament times. He said, 
“I shall be satisfied, when I 
awake, with thy likeness.” (Psa. 
17:15). Oh, yes, Christians are 
identified with Christ. 

The ordinances of the church 
are meant to picture this truth, 
that one who comes to Christ 
enters into His life and death. 
Baptism pictures that the believer 
has become theoretically dead to 
sin, no longer under the domina- 
tion of sin. A believer is buried 


to indicate that he is dead and]. 


his life hid in God. He is raised 
from the watery grave to picture 
the resurrection of Christ and his 


’! said, 


own future resurrection. And all 


who were baptized were baptized 
with reference to the death of 
Christ and pointing to His death 
and resurrection. Christians are to 
be partakers of Christ’s death and 
partakers of His resurrected 
power. And in the Lord’s Supper, 


too, the Christian takes the bread/| 


and the cup in memory of. Christ’s 
death and sufferings for us. Sure- 
ly, also, Christians mean, in the 
Lord’s Supper, ‘to partake of 
Christ’s life, of His death, and of 
His power. 


2. Christians Shonld Do the 
Same Work Jesus Did 

When Jesus had risen from the 
dead, He breathed”on His disciples 
and said, “As my Father hath 
sent .me, even so send I you” 
(John 20:21). Christians are to 
do the very work of Jesus Christ! 
Again He told the disciples as- 
sembled in the Upper Room, ‘He 
that believeth on me, the works 
that I do shall he do also; and 
greater works than these shall he 
do; because I go unto my Father’ 
(John 14:12). 

We -are to have the same atti- 
tude that Jesus had. We are com- 
manded, “Let this mind be in you, 
which was also in Christ Jesus” 
(Phil. 2:5). 

Jesus. called His disciples and 
said to them, “Follow me, and I 
will make you fishers of men’ 
(Matt. 4:19). We, too, are to fol- 
low Jésus, to live like Jesus, to 
have His power, preach His gos- 
pel. 

I tremble when I think of doing 
the very work that Jesus would 
do if He were here; but that is 
what God tells me to do. And it 
is a comfort to me to know that 
if Jesus were to come to a ser- 
vice where I was scheduled to 
preach, and if I should give up 
the pulpit and with holy tears 
unge Him to preach to the people, 
the Lord Jesus might well borrow 
my Bible. Certainly He would 
pr@ach from the same blessed 
Word of God as I use! Jesus and 
I are in the same blessed business! 
Christians are to do the very same 
work that Jesus did here on 
earth. We have the same heavenly 
Father and, thank God, we poor 
creatures will awake in His like- 
ness, and our bodies will be like 
His glorious body. 

Jesus said, “I am the light of 
the world” (John 8:12). He also 
“Ye are the light of the 
world” (Matt. 5:14). We have a 
blessed part in ‘Christ’s salvation 
for sinners. Christ alone suffered 
on Calvary to pay for sin, but we 
may join in His concern of soul 
for sinners. We may weep with 
Him, work with Him, and be in 
some sense saviours with Him. 
Paul said, “I. . . fill up that 
which is behind of the afflictions 
of Christ in my flesh for his 
body’s sake, which is the church” 
(Col. 1:23,24). 


8. So All Good Christians Should 
Be Partakers of the Sufferings 

and the Reproach of Christ 

Ohristians ought to suffer hard- 
ship, ought to be persecuted. If 
they follow the Lord Jesus closely 
enough, they will. be persecuted. 
They will have reproach. This is 
a clear doctrine of the Bible, fre- 
quently occurring in the Scrip- 
tures. 

The Lord Jesus in the Beati- 
tudes said: 


“Blessed be ye poor: for your’s 
is the kingdom of God. Blessed are 
ye that hunger now: for ye shall 
be filled: Blessed are ye that weep 
now: for ye shall laugh’ (Luke 
6:20.21). In other words, this 
life is not the time for reap- 
ing, but for sowing. This life is 
not the time for reigning, but for 
suffering. This is not the time for 
crowns, but for crosses. Then the 
Saviour continued: 


“Blessed are ye, when men shall 
hate you, and when they shall 
separate you from their company, 
and shall reproach you, and cast 
out your name as evil, for the Son 
of man’s sake. Rejoice ye in that 
day, and leap for joy: for, behold, 
your reward is great in heaven: 
for in the like manner did their 
fathers unto the prophets.’—Luke 
6:22, 23. 


And again, 


“Woe unto you, when all men 
shall speak well of you! for so 
did their fathers to the false 
prophets” (Luke 6:26). 


What should a Christian expect 
in this world? He should expect 
hate from the world instead of 
love. He should expect to be sep- 
arated from men instead of taken 
to their bosoms. He should expect 
to be reproached, to be cast out 
as evil for Jesus’ sake. And how 
Should the Christian feel about 
it? He should rejoice and leap 
for joy. He should know that ne 


will have great reward in Heaven. 


He should know that good men of 
God in all time past have suffered 
in that way. Christians, if they 
be true to Christ, if they rightly 
exemplify Spirit-filled Christian- 
ity, will have the reproach of 
Christ upon them. 

But what a curse is to come 
upon Christians who are not true 
to Christ; who please the world 
instead of their Master! To ‘them 
Jesus said, “Woe unto you, when 
all men shall speak well of you! 
for so did their fathers to the 
false prophets” (Luke 6:26). 


No Christian ought ever allow 
himself to Be criticized because 
he doesn’t pay honest debts, be- 
cause he is unkind, because he is 
guilty of crime or sin or lack of 
love. But a Christian whois really 
true to Christ will be treated, as 
were the prophets of old, with 
scorn and reproach and persecu- 
tion. This. is the clear teaching of 
the Lord Jesus Himself, a pattern 
for Christians during this whole 
age. 

If the dear Lord Jesus had only 
a few hours with His disciples 
before He would be taken away 
and crucified, what would He say 
to them? We know what He said, 
at least in part. John, chapters 
13 to 16, tells what Jesus said to 
the disciples in the _ precious 
crowded hours in the Upper Room 
before Jesus went to the Garden 
of Gethsemane, and on the road 
there. Jesus urged the disciples 


‘to be of good cheer, to have the 


peace of God, to be filled with the 
Spirit. He told them to be fruitful 
branches abiding in Christ and 
bearing fruit. He told them to 
love one another. One of the 
things that Jesus finally told them 
was that they must expect per- 
secution: 


“If the world hate you, ye know 
that it hated me before it hated 
you. If ye were of the world, the 
world would love his own: but 
because ye are not of the world, 
but I have chosen you out of the 
world, therefore the world hateth 
you. Remember the word that I 
said unto you, The servant is not 
greater than his lord. If they have 
persecuted me, they will also per- 
secute you; if they have kept my 
saying, they will keep your’s also. 
But all these things will they do 
unto you for my name’s sake, be- 
cause they know not him that sent 
me.”’—John 15:18-21. 


Dear Christian reader, are you 
better than the Saviour? Is_ the 
servant any better than his lord? 
What kind of Christians are we, 
who are so well-loved and res- 
pected when the Lord Jesus was 
hated and murdered? 


This is the standard for good 
Christians throughout the Bible. 
Read again in Hebrews 11 the 
story of the heroes of the faith 
and remember that Abraham, the 
rich man, dwelled in tents and 
was a sojourner without a home 
in the land which God had prom- 
ised eventually to give to him and 
his seed forever. Remember Moses 
who took on himself the reproach 
of a race of slaves and. left 
Pharaoh’s palace and refused to 
be called the son of Pharaoh's 
daughter. Remember that we are 
told about how these great Chris- 
tians accepted suffering and per- 
secution: 


“And others were tortured, not 
accepting deliverance; that they 
might obtain a better resurrec- 
tion: And others had trial of cruel 
mockings and scourgings, yea, 
moreover of bonds and imprison- 
ment: They were stoned, they 
were sawn asunder, were tempted, 
were slain with the sword: they 
wandered about in sheepskins and 
goatskins; being destitute, afflict- 
ed, tormented; (Of whom _ the 
world was not worthy:) they 


wandered in deserts, and in moun- | 


tains, and in dens and caves of the 
earth. And these all, having ob- 
tained a good report through faith, 
received not the eroueee. ”__Heb. 
11 :35b-39. — 


}It is by being in sorrow, 


And these saints and ‘martyrs 
who were outcasts, who lived in 
caves, who dressed in sheepskins 
and goatskins, who were destitute, 
afflicted, tormented, are very 
holy examples held up to Chris- 
tians. God give us grace to pattern 
our lives after theirs! 


Paul the apostle knew this bless- 
ed teaching and taught it and 
exemplified it, by the Holy Spirit’s 
help. He wrote to Timothy, “Yea, 
and all that will live godly in 
Christ Jesus shall suffer persecu- 
tion” (II Tim. 3:12). Paul tells us 


that he had left everything with _ 


the intent “that I may know him, 
and ‘the power of his resurrection, 
and the fellowship of his suffer- 
ings, being made _ conformable 
unto his death” (Phil. 3:10). Paul 
had left some things to be con- 
verted. But then for long years 
he continued to be _ persecuted, 
hounded, beaten, imprisoned, ail 
for the dear name of the Saviour 
whom he loved and served. He 
wanted to know Christ not only 
in salvation, but in power, the 
power of the resurrected Christ. 
He wanted to know the Lord 
Jesus not only in the joy of for- 
giveness of sin, but in the fellow- 
ship of sufferings. He wanted his 
life to be “made conformable unto 
his death.” Paul could say, there- 
fore, “I die daily” (1 Cor. 15:31). 
Paul set out to prove himself a 
good minister of the Lord Jesus. 
How? Not so much with eloquence 
of language as with eloquence in 
deeds. Along with a list of other 
values inherent in a good minister 
of Jesus Christ, there is the con- 
tinual scarlet thread of suffering 
for Jesus. Paul said: 


“But in all things approving 
ourselves as the ministers of God, 
in much patience, in afflictions, in 
necessities, in distresses, In stripes, 
in imprisonments, in tumults, in 
labours, in watchings, in fast- 
ings; By pureness, by knowledge, 
by longsuffering, by kindness, by 
the Holy Ghost, by love unfeigned, 
By the word of truth, by the 
power of God, by the armour of 
righteousness on the right hand 
and on the left, By honour and 
dishonour, by evil report and good 
report: as deceivers, and yet true, 
As unknown, and yet well known; 
as dying, and, behold, we live; as 
chastened, and not killed; As sor- 
rowful, yet alway rejoicing; as 
poor, yet making many rich; as 
having nothing, and yet possessing 
all things.”—II Cor. 6: 4-10. 


In ithe examination of my heart, 
long ago I went through this list 
and checked myself to find out 
if I were a good minister of Jesus. 
I have not been in prison. I have 
not had stripes on my back for 
preaching’ the gospel, but oh, I 
have longed to be counted worthy 
to suffer for Christ’s sake. 


What are these proofs of a. 


good minister of Jesus Christ? 
They are “in afflictions, in neces- 
sities, in distresses, in stripes, in 
imprisonments, in tumults .. .” 
It is by honor, but also by dis- 
honor. It isby evil report as well 
as by good report. It is by being 
called a deceiver, when one brings 
the only certain truth there is in 
this world. It is by being unknown, 
and dying, and chastened, yet al- 
ways protected and alive in Christ. 
yet 
always rejoicing; by being poor 
while we make others rich in 
eternal riches. It is by having 
nothing while others around us do 
not labor as hard, and have 
luxuries—and yet with the cer- 
tainty that God and Christ are 
ours and all eternity and every 
good thing! 


Are you a good servant of 
Jesus Christ, proven by suffer- 
ing, afflictions, by distress, by dis- 
honor, by chastening, by being 
killed instead of living? 


I have long ago resolved that, 
God helping me, I would not meet 
the Lord Jesus and have to tell 


Him that I had never suffered 


for Him. How I pity all the people 
who never lost a dollar, never 
lost a nighitt’s sleep, never missed 
a meal, never did without a new 
car, never lost a job, never were 
called nuts or fools or holy rollers 
or fanatics for Jesus Christ’s sake! 
A Christian ought to be able and 
willing to suffer the reproach. of 
Christ.
